men moved slong the streets seemed to 
indicate renewed confidence in the futare 
ty of the country generally, and 
of thie city in particular. There has 
peves been twe opinions among intel- 
ligent business men as to the great ad- 
wantege & wou'd be to the railway 
echeme iteelf, as we'l as to the citizens of 
Victesio‘and E-quimalt, to have the ter- 
mb.ee of the roud loeated at Esquimalt, 
fer the reason that it is the best harbor 
en the coast, the first on the direct liue of 
travel for inward vooud shipping, perfectly 
accessable at all seasons of the year 
both by night and day, and is besides 
the present commercial entrepot of the 
Province. Spcsking of Esquimalt as the 
ibable terminus of the railway, the 
on. the Mivister of Public Works, 
in bis report on British Colambis, 
says: “in the first place the barbor ie 
ouly sixty-five miles from the entrance 
of the Strait of Foca, and although the 
shores of the strait opposite Vancouver 
[sland is United States territory, yet the 
width of water (16 miles) renders the 
asvigetion quite secure. Esquimalt. is 
besides a perfictly safe barbor and of 
sufficient extent so serve as the terminus 
of our Pacific Railway. It would be 
easy to defend iu case of trouble, and 
vessels frequenting it might easily reach 
the Pac fic, where they would receive 
the protection of the Imperial fleets. 
It ia true that to get to it from Bute 
Inlet the line of railway would have to be 
longer than if the terminus was fixed a1 
Barclay Sound, but the advanteges af- 
forded by Esquimalt are so superior that 
it wotld be fulse economy not to carry 
the fine there, and it must not be forgot- 
tem that besides the advautuges which | 
have enumerated, the immediate vicin- 
ity fof the capital shoud tend to 
the selection of E<qnimeal: if the railway 
isto be continued tu Vaucouver Island.” 
The above expression of Mr. Lungevin’s 
views ss (0 the superior claims of Esqai- 
malt a6 the terminus of the railway is the 
more valuable for the reason that he is 
woir fluenced in his judgment by any co:- 
sideration of persunul advantage or local 
prejudice, and has besides persunally in- 
aprcted those other ba:bors ( Burrard 
inlet, Barclay Sound, ete ,) which have 
been spoken of in conrection with the 
terminas, and is consequently in a posi- 
tiom to form s correct conclusion. Al- 
h we believe the sotisfaction at 
the sek ction of E-quimalt as the terminus 
tw be anivers«] in Victoria, neverthelesr 
there must be sume amongst os who arc 
at least egreesbly disappointed. Those 
who hare all along scoated the very ides 
of bringing the railway to Esquima't, 
who veutured to propbexy that if even 
the physical obstacles iu the way were

dian goods passing through the United 
States. These cha'ges were so heavy that it 
was almost impossible to send goods either to 
Europe or the Muratime Provinces in bend. 
The present system’ operated against parties 
in this country st ipping produce to the United 
States, wh:le at the santp time the products 
of that country passed through all paris of 
this Dominion without fee or charge. 

Mr Whitehead seconded the motion. 

Mr. DeCosmos said this was a question in 
which British Columbia was specialiy iater- 
esd. They imported their goods from Great 
Britain via New York and San Francisco, or 
sia Panama avd San Francisco, and the 
charges were sometimes exorbitant. He 
hoped that the return would inclade any cor- 
respondence there might have been witb 
regsrd to charges on goods goi fate 
British Columbia. ren: 

Mr. Gibbs was glad that the attention of 
the Government had been called to this sub-

Columbia, writes ef our Future Postal 
Service thus:—When the American Railway 
shall have been completed as far as Ulympia, 
it will be a question whether in the interests 
of Co'umbia it will not be better to do awa 
with the line from San Francisco and substi- 
tute it for a daily line betweea Ulympia and 
Victoria. In fact, from the instant that the 
Amerigan Railway shall have beea com- 
ple to Olympia, travellers will prefer a 
twenty hours’ voyage only, the rest of the 
atte | being made by rail, to runsiog the 
tisk uf an extended voyagé on the Pacific 
Ocean, which in those latitades is very often 
anything bat what its onme implies, The 
cost to the Canadiaa Government wiil be the 
same, or early so, but this service would 
have the advantage of reduciug the journey 
between Sae Francisco and Victoria to less 
than two days, and of sparing travellers a 
sea voyage of from three to five days. 

Writing of the Mainland service, Mr. Lan- 
gevin says: The service from Victoria to 
New Wea:minster is performed by the stenmer 
Enterprise, belonging to the H B.Co.; the 
vessel is very well adapted for the service. 
She hasan excellent commander ia Captaia 
Swanson, who persovally, as well as in the 
name of the Company, showed me every 
possible attention.

What the Minister « 
Works Says About the Points 
Wamed for Railway 
Porminus. 
BUBRRAERD INLET. 


If it were found impracticab‘e for the Rall- 
way to croas from the mainland to Vancouver 
Teland, or if it were decided not to adopt that 
course, it might be that Burrard Iolet or 
Howe Suund should be the point selected, 

Those two harbors, as I have stated else~ 
where, are close to each other, and if the 
Railway were not to have its terminus on 
Vancouver Island, I incline to the opivion 
that Burrard lolet should bave the preference. 
It ie a magnificent barbor, the ceatre of the 
timber trade of Continental Columbia, and 
the most accessible port from the valley ef 
the Fraser. The location of the terminus at 
that place would of necessity give a great 
impulse to New Westminster, the furmer 
capital of Colambia. Barrard Inlet would 
also be perfectly accessible trom the district 
situated betweea Howe Sound and Lillooet ; 
for, if 1 am. correct!y informed, there is easy 
commubication between Howe Sound and 
Burrard Inlet by means of a pass known to 
be ia existence by many persons at Burrard 
[nlet. The harbor of Uurrard Inlet would be 
easy of eccess for vessels ‘from the Pacific, 
1nd would be subject only to the following 
disadvantages :—1. B: ing at a distance of 152 
miles from the entrance of the Strait of Fuca; 
2. Compelling British vessels to pass beneath 
American batteries, sbould the question of 
the Island of San Juau not be decided in our 
favor; 3. Not bing on Vancouver Island. 


BUS INLET. 


? T simply mention Bute Inlet, for I do sot 
imugioe tbat the line of the Railway would 
terminate there, eupposing it were not to b- 
continued to Vancouver Island. If however, 
as some guggest, a crossing should be estab- 
lished here by which powerful vessels could 
take railway sare across the Strait, Bute 
Inlet would probably serve as a. terminus ; 
although I must say that it the cars could be 
conveyed to Vancouver Island, the Pacific 
Ucean shipping wold prefer the Vancouver 
Island terminus, es they would thus be spared 
Ae voyage in the inland wavers of Culum- 
via. . 


RERMINGS OW VANCOUVER ISLAND.—ESQUIMALT. 


If the terminus is to be on Vancouver 
Island, Esquimuit Harbor affords very jgreat 
dvantages which none will deny. Ia the 
rst place the harbor is only sixty-five miles 
om the entrance of the Strait of Fuca, and 
— the shore of the strait opposite 
ancouver Island ia United States territory, 
yet the width of water (16 miles) renders the 
bavigation quiteseca'e. Bsquimaltis besides 
a perfectly safe harbor and of sufficient extent 
to serve as the terminas of our Pacific Rail- 
way. It would be easy to defend in case of 
trouble, and vessels frequenting it might 
easily reach the Pacific, where they would 
receive the protection of the Imperial fleets. 
It ig true that to get to it from Bute Inlet, the 
line of Railway would have to be longer than 
if the terminus were fixed at Barclay Sound, 
bat the advantages afforded by Esquimalt are 
so superior that it would be false economy 
not to carry the line there. And it mast not 
be forgotten that besides the advantages 
which I had enumerated, the immediate 
vicinity of the capital should teod to the 
selection of Esquimalt if the Raiiway is to be 
continued to Vancouver Island, 


BAROLAY SOUND. 


It would be well however, in locating the 
line, not to lose sight of the fact that the 
traffic over the Pacific Railway, must neces- 
sarily become very considerable ifas- we ex~ 
pect, the road is used to transport the pro- 
duce of China and Japan to a great part of | 
North America and to Europe. And why; 
should that trade escape us, when we see 
that the promoters of the Northern Pacific 
Railway of the United States count oo that 
traffic, because their road will be shorter than 
the other lines terminating at Sa Francisco, 
and because Puget Sound, their Pacific ter- 
mious, is further north than San Francisco, 
and from that very fact the distance between 
Puget Sound, end Obioa being much less 
than the distance between San Francisco and 
China? Now, as to geographical position, 
Esquimalt and Puget Sound are exectly the 
same, and we sball besides have the advan- 
tage of having a Raiiway which will be shor- 
ter, less costly as to construction, and less 
costly as to maintenance and working, as tbe 
altitades to be surmounted will be less: for- 
midable, and as we sball not bave to cross 
the great American desert. We may there- 
fore reasonably count upon a large portion of 
that immense trade, and it may be that we 
shall then find that it will be well aot to rely 
vn a single port of en Barclay Sound, at 
the eastern extremity of the Alberni Canal, if 
it could be made accessible to the railway, 
would, under these circumstances, be pos- 
sessed ot great importance, for it coulda ford 
accommodation for many hundred vessels. 

RIVER SKEBNA. 

I am aware that the entrance of the River 
Skeena bas also been mentioned as a possible 
termious for the Canadian Railway. It is 
pe: baps poasible, but it is art probable, that 
it will be chosen. Such a terminus would be 
much too far north and would subject 
vessels to a long and expensive course of in- 
land navigation. For turther reasons, it 
would, in my opinion be a bad selection, for 
if the Americen Pacific Ruilwey is to termin

RAILWAY BRIDGE AT SEYMOUR NARROWS. 

In the event of the terminus being fixed on 
Vancvuver Island, an important work weuld 
have to be carried into execation ; that is, a 
bridge at Seymour Narrows (Johnson Strait) 
Being aware of the importance which was 
: ttached to tis question, I considered it ad- 
v.sable that [ should visit the spot and be 
uble to give more certain information on the 
subject, than was already available. I pro- 
ceeded thither accordingly on board the Sir 
James Douglas in company with the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, Hon. Mr. Tratch. The 
strait is from 1800 to 2000 feet in width, with 
a current running frum six to eight knots an 
hour. Thedepth varies fen seventeen to 
sixty fathoms, and the tide rises about thir- 
teen feet. Ata distance of from 600 te 800 
feet (one-third of the eatire distance between 
the two shores) from Valdes Island which, 
with: Vancouver Island forms the strait at 
tbis point, there is a rock which is said only 
to have been discovered two years ago. At 
low water there is eighteen feet of water over 
thia rock. It is needless to say that I was 
not able to measure the rock, or to ascertain 
if it wag adapted to serve as the foundation 
of the pier of a bridge over which the trains 
of the Pacific Railway might pass. If atter 
examiuatiou it is foand that that rock may 
serve as the foundation of such a pier it is 
likely that the problem of ® bridge at this 
poiut wiil have been favorably solved, The 
cliffs at this part of the strait appear to be
